Street. She died just after reaching the 
City Hospital. 

The accident occurred at the New Cen- 
tury Hall, owned by Mrs. Anna Solomon.

There were per- 
hapsl seventy-five people crowded into the 
lobby when the floor began to crack and 
groan, and there was a rush to get out of 
danger. Some burst into the hall itself, 
while others reacbed the stairs. Those 
who were still on the floor, including 
Bornstein in his box, and two special po- 
licemen, who remained on the floor trying 
to get others off, went down.

FRENCH WARSHIP BURNED. | PANIC FOLLOWS CRASH 


OF TRAINS IN SUBWAY 


TOULON, Nov. 25.—The torpedo school- | 


ship Algesiras, stationed in this harbor, 
jwas destroyed by fire to-night. There 
| were five hundred men on board when 
the fire started, but all but three were 
saved. 

The authorities announced that every- 
| boay had been taken off in boats and 
| saved, with the exception of three. These 
men did not answer the roll call, 
jit is presumed that they were burned to 
| death. ° 
| The entire garrison here was called out 
to render assistance, and the crews of the 
{ warships hurriedly launched their boats 
to go to the rescue of their comrades who 
| were on board the Algesiras for purposes 
|'of instruction. Tugboats and fireboats, as } 
well as several steamers lying in port, | 
slipped their anchors and likewise went 
} out to help. 

As soon as the men had been taken off 
the flaming vessel the efforts of the au- 
| thorities were directed to safeguarding} 
| the other ships anchored in the vicinity | 
{of Algesiras, including the new battle- | 
ship Patrie and the torpedo gunboat La j 
Hire. These two warships were towed} 
{to places of safety. 

The authorities came rapidly to the con- 
clusion that the Algesiras was doomed, 
and she was left to burn herself out. 

The discipline maintained on board thej 
Algesiras was excellent. The majority of 
{the men were cool and collected. The} 
|small boats of the Algesiras were launched } 
pe filled with men and rowed away, 
| while those who could not leave the ship 
jin this manner awaited the arrival of 
|} their rescuers. A few of the men, how- 
j ever, were forced by the flames to jump | 
|; overboard and swim away. 

Six torpedoes on board the schoolship 
exploded while the men were leaving the 
vessel. There was much fear during 
j the height of the fire that a torpedo 
; magazine on shore would become ignited, 
but this was prevented by deluging the 
}magazine with heavy streams of water 
from powerful fireboats. 

It is thought that the fire on the Alge- 
siras had been smoldering all day long in 
the vessel’s bunkers. This would account 
| for the sudden breaking out of the flames

| Fuse Blew Out, Stopping Lenox Ave- 


nue Express, and Local Following 
Struck It—Motorman Jumped. 


Several persons were injured in a rear- 
end collision at the 116th Street station of 
the Lenox Avenué division of the Subway 
yesterday afternoon. In a panic which 
fcllowed frightened passengers fought to 


| get to the street from the station, and it 


took eighteen policemeh from the West 
125th Street Station,~ with Inspector 
Sweeney at their head, to clear the sta- 
tion and restore order. The road above 
Ninety-sixth Street was blocked for thir- 
ty-five minutes, and passengers who were 
caught in stalled trains between stations 
vented their wrath in expletives against 
the company. 

Most of the injured persons were hur- 
ried away by the company’s men imme- 
diately after the accident. This work was 
interrupted by Policeman Wilson, who ar- 
rived in time to prevent the removal of 
two women, for whom he summoned aid 
from the J. Hood Wright. Hospital. Wil- 
son’s arrfval caused a clash with the em- 
ployes of the company. The police said 
the company’s agents made efforts to 
minimize the accident. 

An express train, as it was leaving the 
station, was suddenly stopped by the 
blowing out of a fuse. An incoming local 
train, in charge of Motorman Edward 
Cadwell of 1,849 Broadway, Brooklyy, ran 
right into the express, Cadwell jumped 
from his train just before the crash. It is 
Supposed that Cadwell thought the red 
ligh of the train ahead were moving, 
and when he realized his mistake applied 
his emergency brakes without avail. The 
trains had been moving under very slow 
headway. 

Both trains. were crowded with pas- 
sengers, mostly Sunday picnickers from 
Bronx Park, who were thrown wildly to- 
gether by the impact. While they strug- 
gled to regain their balance flying glass 
and splinters of wood fell upon them, 
cutting many severely. Most of them 
demanded to be let out on the station. 
The guards did not throw the\doors back 
fast enough to suit them. One woman in 
her excitement gripped the woodwork and 
the brass bars at the side of the vestibule, 
raised herself by her arms, and kicked 
out a window of one of the doors. Her 
leg was cut by the falling glass. 

Once out on the station, the passengers 
struggled up the staircases leading to the 
street. Nobody cared how much they 
kicked, punched, scratched, or trampled 
on anybody else. The cries of those in 
the jam caused a hurry call for the re- 
serves to be sent to the West 125th Street 
Station. Inspector Sweeney, wba was in 
the station, jumped into the patrol with 
the men. The police fought their way 
down the staircases into the struggling 
mob. After much entreaty and prodding 
of nightsticks they managed to force. the 
crowd out into the street. 

Meanwhile Policeman Wilson had found 
two injured women, He sent a call to 
the J. Hood Wright Hospital, and Dr. 
Page responded. He found that Mrs. 
Sabine Friedman, 38 years old, of 41 East 
Seventh Street, was suffering from con- 
tusions of the right side, 4nd that Valeta 
Bach, 22 years old, of 462 Amsterdam 
Avenue, had the same injuries on her left 
side. After being treated, the women 
went home. An employe of the road said 
an old man was carried up one of the 
staircases to the street. His name could 
not be learned. 

Traffic Superintendent Merritt declined 
to offer any explanation of the accident. 
Division Superintendent York said: 

‘We don’t know yet. We are still con- 
ducting an investigation.”’ : 

Some employes, who saw the accident, 
had their own explanations of it. Here 
are a few: 

“Now, you see something went wrong 
with the air brake on the second train, 
and it couldn’t &top, so it just hit the one 
ahead a love tap. That was all. Nobody 
was hurt, and the trains soon went on.”’ 

“Two trains! Take it from me there 
was only one. The coupling between the 
second and third cars parted; the first 
section of the train stopped, and the sec- 
ond, keeping right on, bumped into it. 
That’s what happened.” 

‘*Both of these stories are absurd. If 
something went wrong with the air brake 
the train would stop, for the brakes set 
themselves automatically when anything 
happens to them. If a coupling parted, 
the air brake would part and would set 
for the reason I have already given.”

This particular section of 
the hospital's’ laboratory is devoted to 
original research in the study of germ in- 
cubation. Shelves along the walls as well 
as tables and stands were Mned and coy- 
ered with wooden racks holding glass 
tubes in which the germs multiply In. a 
jellylike substance named agar-agar. 

There were hundreds of these tubes 
holding millions of bacilli of such deadly 
ailments as anthrax, tetanus, or lockjaw, 
and hydrophobia, as well as those of such 
dreaded maladies as typhoid fever and 
dipththeria. 

When the door to the laboratory was 
thrown open it was discovered that the 
foree of the explosion had knocked the 
tubes all over the room, breaking: them, 
and scattering their contents all over the 
place. Walls, floor, and tables were 
smeared with the deadly incubations. 

The policemen, who had dragged lines of 
hose to the windows and doors, were on 
the point of entering, and some of them 
had actually -stepped inside the labora- 
tory. They did not know the uses of the 
room, and werej puzzled for a moment 
when the house physician, internes, and 
nurses, who had just learned that the 
interior of the laboratory was a wreck, 
shouted to them to stay outside if they 
valued their lives. 

In the belief that this solicitude arose 
from a wish to keep them out of danger 
of the fire itself, several firemen persist- 
ed in their attempts to enter and had to 
be restrained. It was explained to them 
that the laboratory was a death trap mére 
to be dreaded than any ordinary firetrap. 
The firemen hesitated when they under- 
stood that they were facing the worst 
kind of plague spot and shrank from a 
thing that they understood but vaguely, 
when the dangers of a big fire would 
have perturbed them not at all. 

The house staff held the firemen in 
check for the few minutes it took to pre- 
pare large quantities of liquid disinfect- 
ants, which were cast into the laboratory 
by the bucketful. It was believed that 
the laboratory was reasonably safe when 
the firemen were permitted to enter, but 
notwithstanding the precautions taken 
some of the firemen were smeared with 
the jelly cultures. 

The fire was confined to the laboratory. 


When it had been extinguished the phy- 
sicians directed the firemen to bathe their 


hangs and faces with disinfectants, while | day. 


| their boots and clothing were carefully 
‘examined for any trace of the 
cultures. When these were discovered the 
clothing was removed for thorough disin- 
fection. Then the names of the firemen 
were taken and they went home. 

The fire created intense excitement 
among the physicians, but there was no 
panic in the hospital wards.

Church May Secede. 


The Rev. Dr. Algernon 8. Crapsey, pase 
tor of St. Andrew's Protestant Episcopal 
Church of Rochester, has renounced the 
ministry. In a letter he sent yesterday 
to the Right Rev. William David Walker, 


Bishop of Western New York, at Buffalo, 
he asks that the Bishop take steps under 
the canon law to accomplish his deposi- 
tion from the priesthood. 

Dr. Crapsey's letter was given out here 


| yesterday by Edward M. Shepard, one of 


It reads: 

“St. Andrew's Rectory, 

* Rochester, Noy. 26, 1906. 

““My Dear Bishop: Under existing con- 
ditions I deem it my duty to make @ 
formal and final renunciation of the min- 
istry of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
and in consequence I ask that you will, 
for reasons as to time already given, not 
earlier than the 3d, not later than the 6th 
of December, take order under Canon 81 
of the General Canons of the Church to 
accomplish my deposition from the priest- 
hood. 

“‘I am certain that you will be glad te 
acknowledge that I am not compelled to 
this action by anything that reflects upon 
my moral integrity or calls in question 
my faithfulness as a pastor. My sole dif- 
ficulty lies in the fact that a long, careful, 
conscientious study of the Holy Script- 
ures has compelled me to come to certain 
conclusions concerning the pre-natal his- 
tory of Jesus which are not in physical 
accord with the letter of the creeds, and 
hence have compelled ‘me in order to hold 
the creeds to give to certain articles an 
interpretation that will harmonize them 
with the truth as I find that truth in the 
teaching of the Holy Scriptures. But re- 
cent judicial decisions have declared that 
any such harmonizing of the creed with 
my own convictions of the truth is not 
permissible in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. 

“In my own case I recognize the right 
of the constituted authorities of the 
Church to define the limits of interpreta- 
tion, and in order to hold fast to the 
truth must let go of the creed as now in- 
terpreted by the courts. I am not now, 
and never havq been, conscious of any 
insincerity in giving such interpretation 
to the various articles of the creed as 
are demanded by present conditions of 
thought and the present state of knowl- 
edge, any more than I am conscious of 
insincerity when I say the sun rises and 
sets, though, as a matter of fact, the sun 
does nothing of the kind. 


Can’t Interpret Creed Literally. 


“Tf I am to hold the creed at all I must 
give to certain, if not all, of its articles 
a spiritual rather than a literally phys- 
ical interpretation. When I say of Jesus 
that’He ascended into heaven I do not 
mean and can not mean that with His 
physical body of ‘flesh, blood, and bones 
He floated into space and has for 2,000 
years been existing, somewhere in ths 
sky, in that very physical body of flesh, 
blood, and bones. -Such an existence 
would seem to me not glorious, but hore 
rible, and such a conception is to me not 
only unbelievable; it is unthinkable. What 
I do mean by this phrase is that Jesus, 
having accomplished His work in the 
flesh, ascefided into the higher life of 
the spirit. Also, when I say of Jesus 
that He was conceived by the Holy Ghost, 
born of the Virgin Mary, I do not mean 
that the great and living God, in order 
to get into His world, had to violate His 
wonderful law of human generation, break 
into the sanctities of marriage, and cause 
a Son of man to be born without a hu- 
man father. Such a notion is most re- 
pugnant to my ideal of a wise and holy 
God. 

“I was not, therefore, alarmed, I was 
relieved when a careful study of the 
Holy Scriptures convinced me that this 
notion of the origin of Jesus was with- 
out foundation in history. Jesus was not 
lessened in my worship. He was ene 
nobled by this discovery. When I reached 
the conclusion, as I did some years ago, 
that the infancy stories were not his- 
torical, I did not cease to believe in Jesus, 
I believed in Him all the more, and If 
gave to the words ‘conceived by the 
Holy Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary,’ an 
interpretation that: harmonized with my 
knowledge of the facts. He was a Child 
of the holy seed, sanctified from his. moth- 
er’s womb. A Son of God all the more, 
in my estimation, because He was the 
Son of Man. ‘Then I saw for the first 
time into the meaning of those words of 
John when he said, ‘The Word was made 
flesh and dwelt among us and we beheld 
His glory as the glory of the only begot- 
ten of the Father full of grace and truth,’ 
and I could understand how in the same 
shapter Philip could say of this incarnate 
Word, ‘We have found Him of whom 
Moses in the Law and the prophets did 
write Jesus of Nazareth the Son of JO= 


seph.’ 
And Cannot Change His Mind. 


“Now, this conception of Jesus, based 
upon a careful study of Holy’ Scriptures, 
{s of the very warp and woof of my in- 
tellectual and spiritual life, and it fg np 
probable that it will ever change. I 
carry it with me into that spiritual world 
where I shall see Jesus face to face. But

MARKET LETTER. 

Undoubtedly quite some distribu- 
tion of stocks took place during the 
recent and almost sensational ad- 
vances, such as in St. Paul & Union 
Pacific. Some selling pressure was 
already noticeable in the earlier 
part of last week and quite per- 
ceptible in the latter part, when 
stocks came out very freely on the 
decline, which may not have culmi- 
nated yet. We may see some 
money flurries yet during this 
week, owing to the payment of the 
first instalment on the $30,000,000 
stock issue of the New York Cen- 
tral, and then again during the. 
month of December, preparatory to 
the January disbursements, but we 
believe we have turned the corner 
and seen the worst as to the money 
situation. The financial conditions 
in Europe have improved mate- 
rially, discounts are gradually eas- 
ing off, and we would not be-at all 
surprised to see the bank rate re- 
duced next Thursday. The only 
possible danger to the money mar- 
ket which we could see would be a 
speculative craze in cotton, which 
would tie up a good deal of money. 

Apprehension seems to be quite 
f&eneral in regard to the approach- 
ing opening of Congress. Whatever 
in the line of hostile legislation may 
be introduced will undoubtedly 
have a depressing effect on valueég, 
but it cannot be lasting, as stocks 
are in too strong hands now; they 
must first seek higher levels before 
they can be distributed. We there- 
fore believe that between now and 
the beginning of the new year 
stocks ought to be bought on all 
Congressional and professional bear 
attacks and resold on bulgés.

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BLUECOAT STOPS A RUNAWAY. 


Horse Threw Two Men Out of Run- 
‘ about and Bolted. 


Acting Captain Willson of the Bronx 
Park Station stopped a runaway horse at 
noon yesterday on the East Drive in 
Bronx Park while hundreds of people 
were along the way. Willson Was on 
horseback. 

About 500 feet. from the Bronx Park ter- 
minal of the elevated road Willson saw 
the animal running at full speed toward 
him. He wheeled his own, and as the 
runaway got close to him he caught the 
bridle. The animal bolted over toward 
the greenhouses, narrowly missing sev- 
eral women on the walk. Willson suc- 
ceeded in holding the horse. 

The animal was owned by Ira Thomp- 
son, a horse dealer, of 1,012 Crotona Ave- 
nue. He had been exercising the horse, 
in company with Max Carp, of 471 Lenox 
Avenue.

Comment of Dr. Mackay on the 
Old McAuley Mission. 


CALLS THEIR PROBLEMS VAIN 


i“ Would God Could Come There as 
Herel” He Cries, After a Pictur- 
esque Experience Meeting. 


Outside the door of the old McAuley 
Mission in Water Street, almost beneath the 
Brooklyn Bridge, with a stable as its next 
door neighbor and across the street bat- 
tered and ill-smelling tenements such as 
the new laws do not tolerate, a group of 
prosperous looking people, men and wo- 
men, paused yesterday afternoon. They 
had come down from the upper city to as- 
sist at the celebration of the old mission's 
thirty-fourth anniversary. 

“Seventeen years three months and 
six days ago,”’ said one of them, (a man,) 
“I was a drunken bum, down and out, 
standing under the elevated. Then I 
came here.” 

His wife shuddered. 


days since I came here,” said another, 
“and I’ve kept away from booze ever 
since.”’ 

They passed inside, and exchanged 
greetings with this or that one of the 
audience gathered there, for the most 
part well clad men who were not ashamed 
of the fact that they were graduates of 
the old mission. On the platform were 
members of the Board of Trustees and of- 
ficers of the mission. 
presided. Near him were William T. 
Wardwell, Thomas Savage Clay, the Rev. 
Dr. Donald Sage Mackay, pastor of the 
Fifth Avenue Collegiate Church; the Rev. 
Dr. J. Wesley Johnson, pastor of the old 
John Street Church, and Alexander M. 
Hadden. 

R. Fulton Cutting said that the mis- 
sion was a Christian democracy. 

‘The other day,” declared Mr. Cutting, 
““T saw a man who had worked here for 
many years. He had fallen to the last 
depths. Yet such g man will not forget. 
There are many with whom the seed is 
growing. Perhaps some day it will out- 
strip the briars and thorns.” 


Testimony of the Saved. 

J. H. Wyburn, the new Superintendent, 
who succeeded the late 8. H. Hadley, said 
he had come into the mission eighteen 
years ago. 

** Before I was 29,’’. said he, “I couldn't 
Bet enough to drink. I had wrecked my 
lifé.. Now we are going to have seme 
speeches from the boys who are saved. I 
want you boys to be brief. I know that! 
t's hard to stop talking when you get on 
your feet with such a subject. But let 
each man remember that others are to 
follow. Now, then, boys, come ahead,”’ 

“ Big Jim" Edwards, a local labor lead- 
er, got on his feet. 

** More than twenty-five years ago,’’ he 
said, ‘‘I was a Scotch outcast, with stock 
in a dive. I had been drinking whisky 
from the time I was 16. I came in here— 
fell in—drunk. When I got off my knees 
I was sober, and I’ve been sober ever 
since.”’ 

An old sea Captain, with white hair and 
a New England seacoast beard, was next. 

“TY drank all over the world,” he con- 
fessed. ‘‘I knew the worst liquor joints 
of every capital in the world. I knew the} 
worst streets all over the world. But all 
that’s in the past now.” 

Sang of His Conversion. 

While the audience had been singing 
hymns there sat among them at some dis- 
tance from the piano a man of about 70, 
who accompanied the singers on a violin.

POPE’S NEW COLLEGE PLAN. 


He Favors a Seminary In Rome for 
English-Speaking Students. 


At the meeting of the Trustees of the 
Catholic University in Washington to- 
morrow there will be an.informal discus- | 
sion of a proposal to build in Rome a 
theological seminary for the exclusive use 
of English speaking students. The build- 
ing is to cost $50,000. 

The plan for a separate college for 
the English speaking students at Rome 
originated with the Pope, and he is now 
preparing a letter on the subject to be ad- 
dressed to the Bishops and Archbishops in 
all the English speaking countries. All 
the Roman colleges and seminaries are 
now overcrowded, and the Vatican au- 


| thorities were forced to adopt some plan 


to relieve the congestion or quit receiving | 
students from other countries. 

Pope Leo believed it wise to have at 
least a few students from every diocese 
throughout the world educated in Rome 
and thus imbibe the doctrines and teach- 
ings of the Church at their very source. 
Pope Pius X. approves of this policy, ered, 
rather than diminish the number of stu- 
dents sent to Rome, would increase it by 


making more room and building a separate 
seminary for the English speaking stu- 


dents. 
The new seminary will be built to ac- 


commodate 2,000 students, and the cost of 
erection and maintenance will be borne by 
the English, Irish, Scotch, Canadian, 
Australian, and American Catholics. 


BOLIVIAN RAILWAY PLANS. 


American Syndicate to Spend $35,000,- 
2000 in South America. 


Construction work on the first section 
of the extensive Bolivian railroad system 
planned by the powerful New York syn- 
dicate recently formed for that purpose 
has already begun, and contracts for rails | 
have been placed. 

The Bolivia Railways Company: is the 
name of the enterprise. Its capital is be- 
ing furnished by the National City Bank, 
the banking house of Speyer & Co. and 
the firm of W. R. Grace & Co. It was de- 
clured by a member of the syndicate yes- 
terday that completion of the lines will 
necessitate the outlay of not less than 
$35,000,000. The construction of about 
100 miles has already been planned, the 


carrying out of which will provide four 
separate outlets to the seaboard through 
Chile, Peru, the Argentine Republic, and 
Brazil. 

Yen thousand tons of rails have been or- 
dered from the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration for laying along the Viacha-Ouro 
line—the first section to be built. This 
line will tap a rich silver and tin mining 
region. Work on this line has been going 
on for some time. With a view to tapping 
the vast rubber lands in the Oriegte coun- 
try a line is also to be laid from La Paz 
to Port Pando on the Rio Beni, which 
river flows into the Amazon through Bra- 


zil.

DIPLOMAS FOR BUTCHERS 
‘| TO INSURE GOOD MEAT 


National Body to Examine Can- 
‘didates for Fitness. 


WILL END MANY ABUSES 


Wholesalers Now Paim Off Bad Stuff 
on Some Retailers—Certificates 
to Protect Consumers. 


The butchers in New York City who 
know their business are being provided 
with fancy diplomas, by the United 
Master Butchers of America. Last June 
the State organization at its convention 
in Saratoga decided in favor of examina- 
tions for its members and “the awarding 
of the diplomas to those butchers who 
had knowledge enough of the business to 
pass, 

The State organization went ahead with 
the printing of the certificates of knowl- 
edge. Then the National organization, 
which met at Milwaukee in August, liked 
the New York idea so well that it was 
adopted for all the States. Some of the 
States are already in possession of the 
fancy diplomas, which are exhibited‘ as 
proudly in the meat shops as any lawyer, 
doctor, or dentist shows his framed 
sheepskin. All the States will shortly bé 
well supplied with the certificates. 

A. F. Grimm of 2,396 Broadway, Presi- 
dent of the east side local organization 
of Master Butchers, went on to explain 
the diplomas yesterday: 

“You see, there are a lot of people in 
the business who really don’t know when 
bad meat is being sold to them. It very 
often happens that some fellow gets to- 
gether a few hundred dollars in some 
other business, and then suddenly decides 
that he would like to be a butcher. The 
wholesalers, in spite of Governmental pre- 
cautions, do get meat that is spoiled, and 
also meat that should never have been 
offered for sale when it was fresh. 

“Now, these wholesalers come to know 
the green men in the business, and upon 
them they palm off spoiled chickens, for 
A 
butcher who has had adequate experi- 
ence in the business knows bad meat 
when it comes into his place, and the men 
who supply him know quite well that it is 
bad business to offer him such stuff. 
They get it off on somebody who doesn’t 
know any better than to take it. Ult!- 
mately it is the customer who gets the 
unfit meat. 

“The Government takes certain precau- 
tions against the sale of unfit meat. Our 
National organization thought that the 
granting of certificates to butchers who 
proved that they did know bad from good 
meat would help along the movement for 
good health that is itself dependent in 
great measure upon good food. It took up 
the idea that was advanced by the New 
York State organization, providing for the 
giving of framed certificates to master 
butchers who proved themselves worthy 
of them.” 

President Deibel of the National organ- 
ization, upon application from any local 
branch, appoints a board of three exam- 
iners for the branch. All the local mem- 
bers then present themselves for examina- 
tion during a course of one or two 
months. The examiners submit to each 
applicant a separate set of questions, 
which he answers in writing. They ask 
him about refrigeration, sanitation, how 
to tell the quality of meats, and other de- 
tailed questions. If the 
not pass a satisfactory examination he is 
put out of the organization. 

If the applicant does pass an examina- 
tion, however, President- Grimm points 
out, he puts his framed diploma in his 
shop, and this shows that he is a reliable 
butcher, making the certificate of mutual 
advantage both to himself and the people 
who trade with him. 

The examinations'do not uppear to be 
very rigid, but President Grimm says that 
the examining boards will amend their 
methods as they learn by experience. For 
instance, a retail butcher who knows quite 
well he couldn’t pass the examination may 
hold back a month or so, ask other butch- 
ers what questions they had to answer, 
and thus “cram,” like a_ schoolboy, 
enough to get a certificate, although he 


may really know little about the business, 
President Grimm suggests, however, to 
offset this that the various locals may 
have subsequent tests, when all appli- 
cants may take the examination at the 
same time, and when every applicant will 
be under pledge to help no other. 
Meanwhile the five locals in New York 
City are sending for their diplomas. Some 
of them have already been awarded. Al- 
ready blossoming in the midst of pure 
sausage, undefiled beef, unspotted mut- 
ton, and fowl are lovely little framed cer- 
tificates certifying that the master in 
charge of the shop knows good meat 
when he sees it. 


PUT TURPENTINE ON STOVE.
